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Report of the Council, 1943. 


The year that has just drawn to its conclusion has not been entirely devoid 
of difficulties in the administration of the Society’s affairs, but thanks to good- 
will and hard work these have been surmounted more easily than might have 
been expected. The continued absence of the Registrar has thrown a much 
greater burden upon the shoulders of the remaining staff and honorary officers 
than they were able to carry unaided, and the Society was therefore fortunate 
at this juncture to be able to secure the experienced services of Mr. F. Martin 
Duncan in a part-time capacity to see through the press the considerable 
volume of publications issued during the year. The Registrar has also given 
ae Society the benefit of such time as he could spare from his other exacting 

uties. 

During the year the Society has again had its attention called on several 
occasions to proposed agricultural developments which appeared to threaten 
entomological interests. The Council is happy to be able to report that its 
intervention in every such case has received the most sympathetic consideration 
from all parties, and it believes that its action has in consequence been of some 
value. 

Late in the year the Secretary of the Wicken Fen Fund, which had been 
originated privately by the late Mr. Sheldon, and continued on that basis, 
asked the Council to assume responsibility for this Fund and its accounts, the 
annual audit of which had formerly been undertaken by the Secretary of the 
National Trust. The Council, after consideration, decided to incorporate the 
accounts with those of the Society, and this has been done. 

The improvement in the attendance at General Meetings recorded last year 
has been continued, and at eight of the nine meetings held during the year an 
average attendance of 39 (37) Fellows and visitors is recorded. The ninth 
meeting was held jointly with the British Ecological Society, thus continuing 
the precedent for such meetings set in 1942; though the recorded attendance 
(80) was not so large, the Council considers the meeting to have been very 
successful. 

The Society is fortunate in that, in spite of the difficulties of the times, it 
was found possible to arrange full programmes for all the General Meetings. 

Much of the detailed work of the Society’s business has, as usual, been 
carried out by the Finance Committee under the Chairmanship of Mr. A. G. 
Gabriel and the Publication and Library Committee under the Chairmanship 
of Mr. C. T. Gimingham. The thanks of the Council are again due to the 
Fellows who have served on these committees. 
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The Library still continues its services to Fellows despite the difficulties 
caused by partial evacuation and the shortage of staff. As in 1942, accessions 
have been few, except from within the British Empire and from America. 
The number of Fellows who have borrowed books from the Library shows a 
small decline 343 (382). (The numbers in brackets throughout the Report 
indicate the corresponding figures for the previous year.) The number of 
books borrowed was 589 (641). In addition 11 (34) books were lent to the 
National Central Library. As stated last year, readers are faced with difficulty 
in obtaining books in London, since many Libraries have sent their books away 
to greater safety. It is a pleasure to record that much assistance has again 
been given by Libraries of other scientific organisations in this connection. 
The Society’s desire to give reciprocal help is showing evidence of appreciation. 

During the year the books which Dr. I. Thomas formerly cared for in his 
house at Beaumaris have been transferred in part to the University College of 
North Wales, Bangor, where Dr. Thomas has kindly agreed to continue to be 
responsible for their safety, and in part to the house of Mr. Cragg of Aber, 
near Bangor. The Council takes this opportunity of thanking all those Fellows 
and others who have accepted custody of the Society’s books for their care of 
them, and particularly for making them available for loan to Fellows, a 
responsibility which involves much careful labour and considerable time. 

The standard of the Society’s publications has been maintained during the 
year, although difficulties in the supply of paper and materials, and the increased 
cost of printing, have given cause for some anxiety, and threaten to continue 
to do so. The use of stout paper for the wrappers of the Transactions has had 
to be given up, as had already happened last year with the Proceedings. 

The volume for 1943 (Volume 93) contains 7 papers, of which 2 deal with 
Hymenoptera, 2 with Lepidoptera and 1 each with Hemiptera, Orthoptera, and 
the food requirements of stored products insects. The volume consists of 495 
pages and is illustrated by 5 half-tone plates. Very welcome assistance was 
received through the Council of the Royal Society, who allocated £100 from the 
Parliamentary Grant, and a further £200 from the Rockefeller Gift, both in aid 
of scientific publications. 

The Proceedings were continued in 3 series, as follows :— 


Series A. General Entomology. Volume 18, consists of 112 pages and 1 
half-tone plate and contains 33 papers. 
Series B. Taxonomic Entomology. Volume 12, consists of 186 pages and 
contains 28 papers. 
Series C. Journal of Meetings. A part of Series C was sent to each Fellow in 
"advance of meetings, and a complete copy of the volume will be distributed 
with the last part. 


Part 8 of the Generic Names of British Insects was published during the year. 
It consists of 132 pages and contains the Report on the Generic Names of the 
Hemiptera Heteroptera, with a Check List of the British Species, by Mr. 
W. E. China. 

During the year the death of the,Honorary Life President, Sir Edward 
Poulton, F.R.S., 2 Special Life Fellows, Mr. W. G. Sheldon and Mr. L. B. Prout, 
and 10 (6) Fellows has been reported: 8. Bagchi, H. Willoughby Ellis, E. G. 
Gibbins, R. James, H. H. May, L. S. McLaine, F. N. Pierce, A. Sich, C. H. C. - 
van Straubenzee, and A. Willey, F.R.S.

During the year 44 (20) Fellows have been elected, of whom 43 fulfilled their 
obligations. 

At 31st December last the Society consisted of 10 Honorary Fellows, 7 
Special Life Fellows, and 670 Ordinary Fellows, a total of 687. As stated last 
year, the Council decided to retain on the List of Fellows the names of certain 
Fellows who were more than two years in arrear with their subscriptions 
because of the impossibility of communicating with them. To date 14 Fellows 
who would normally have been removed from the list remain on it. This 
number is included in the total of 687 given above. 

The Eltringham Microscope was lent for a further period of six months from 
January to June to Mr. 8. R. Nutman in connection with research work he 
was carrying out on behalf of the Agricultural Research Council at Rothamsted 
Experimental Station. At the expiration of the period the microscope was 
returned, and so far no further application has been received for its loan. The 
Council are anxious that it should be widely known that the instrument is 
available to Fellows and others engaged in entomological research, and they 
are prepared to consider requests for the loan of it. 


Treasurer’s Report. 


When presenting my Accounts last year I concluded my remarks with a 
reference to Mr. Micawber’s advice to David Copperfield that if an income 
exceeded the expenditure by 6d. the result is happiness, but if the expenditure 
should exceed the income by 6d. the result is misery. Now I am happy to 
report that there is this year a small excess of income, and in times of crisis 
such as the present this must be deemed a satisfactory result of the year’s work. 

I have pleasure in presenting the Accounts, which have been audited by 
Messrs. W. B. Keen & Co. and, as you will see, these show an excess of Income 
over Expenditure of £54 17s. 7d., which is almost exactly the surplus estimated. 
It is only right to point out that the above result is chiefly due to the saving 
we have effected in the salary of our Registrar, who for the time being is on 
Government Service and the fact that we were fortunate in the sales of our 
Transactions. 

It has not been necessary to draw on our reserves and the sum received for 
Admission Fees has been added to these reserves and this will, I hope, in future 
become a normal procedure. 

After having made what may be deemed adequate provisions in the Repairs to 
Premises Fund, and for acquisitions to the Library in the post-war period, it has 
been possible to replenish the Special Publications Fund. The general tendency 
is for our expenditure to increase; the costs of publications have recently again 
been advanced and there is no relief in sight. There is no possibility of our 
adding to our sources of income in a similar ratio. Whilst I gratefully acknow- 
ledge the donations received this last year, I still appeal for any help that 
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Fellows feel they can give to relieve the Finances and will welcome donations 
towards the cost of publications or gifts towards general expenses. 

Owing to the abnormal circumstances already described, it has been possible 
during this year to make a modest commencement to a Staff Provident Fund 
and as many Fellows, no doubt, feel under an obligation to our Staff, this may 
give them an opportunity to show their gratitude in a practical form. 

In conclusion I wish to thank all of those who have been of such assistance 
in the smooth working of the Finances of our Society during the past year and 
this applies particularly to our President, the Finance Committee, our Honorary 
Secretary, our Registrar and Miss Evans, and all those Fellows who have paid 
their subscriptions punctually, 


Committee for the Protection of British Insects. 


The Honorary Secretary of the Committee for the Protection of British 
Insects reports that, as a result of the conference on Nature Preservation in 
Post-War Reconstruction called by the Society for the Promotion of Nature 
Reserves, which the Society’s delegates attended, the Committee held a special 
meeting in December 1942, to which certain Fellows were invited. The list 
of areas suggested by the Society’s delegates and others for preservation on 
account of their special entomological interest was considered, and as a result 
of the meeting it was found possible to define more clearly certain of these 
areas, and to add others. The list on completion was subsequently forwarded 
to the Nature Reserves Investigation Committee. 

The Committee again contributed to the protection of Maculinea arion in 
N. Cornwall. 
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THE PRESIDENT’S REMARKS 


GENTLEMEN, you have heard the Report of the Council and I think you will 
agree that it is very satisfactory. In spite of the many difficulties created by 
the war the activities of the Society have continued, the high standard of the 
publications has been maintained, and the financial position is sound. A 
gratifying feature has been the large number of new Fellows, with whom the 
future of the Society rests. So many Fellows are serving with the Forces or 
engaged in war work at home that the attendance at the meetings is necessarily 
lower than in time of peace, but the joint meeting with the British Ecological 
Society attracted unexpectedly large numbers and an interesting discussion 
ensued. During the past year eleven Fellows have died and news of the death 
of two others in 1942 has been received. The loss of men who have done so 
much for the Society and have attained eminence in entomology is deplorable. 

Epwarp Bacnati Pouuron was born on 27 January 1856, and died on 
20 November. He joined the Society in 1884, served on the Council eight 
times, was Vice-President five times and President three times. He was a 
great benefactor and helped the Society’s publications in many ways, especially 
by giving or obtaining grants for coloured plates. He was educated at Oakley 
House, Reading, and in 1873 obtained an open scholarship at Jesus College, 
Oxford. After taking a first class in the Honours School of Natural Science, he 
became demonstrator of zoology, but finding his work with Rolleston uncon- 
genial, he studied geology and was awarded the Burdett-Coutts scholarship. On 
Rolleston’s death he reverted to zoology and did work on the tongues of some 
Australian animals, during the course of which he made the important discovery 
that the immature Ornithorhynchus, the duck-billed platypus, possesses true 
teeth, which are replaced in the adult by horny plates. 

From boyhood he had been breeding Lepidoptera, and during the years of 
his demonstratorship he found that his real interest lay in the study of living 
insects. Soon he began his well-known experiments on the adaptation of 
lepidopterous larvae and pupae to their surroundings, and published a series 
of papers on the subject from 1884 to 1888. Their value was recognised by his 
election to the Royal Society in 1889, and in the following year he published 
his book on the “‘ Colours of Animals.” On the death of Westwood in 1893 he 
became Hope Professor of Zoology at Oxford, a position he held until 1933. 
During these years he placed the theory of mimicry, Batesian and Miillerian, 
on a firm basis. He showed that predacious insects, frogs, and toads ate any 
insects they could catch, but that birds were by no means indiscriminate in 
their tastes, eating some insects at any time, but others only when they were 
very hungry, and thus established the fact that there are various degrees of 
distastefulness. Proof that birds are amongst the chief enemies of butterflies 
was still lacking, but by communicating his enthusiasm to others, who had 
opportunities of observing them in the field, he gradually collected a vast 
amount of evidence that birds by their selective taste are the agents in moulding 
mimetic pattern and colour. But for his unrivalled gift of teresting others 
he could never have obtained the evidence he required. Breeding experiments 
were undertaken at his instigation, which showed that the various female forms 
of Papilio polytes, P. dardanus, and other mimetic species stand in mendelian 
relationship with one another. 

From his correspondents in Africa, the South Sea Islands, and elsewhere 
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he received fascinating accounts of the habits and life histories of insects of all 


orders, which were published from time to time in the Proceedings of this Society 
and embodied in the Hope Reports. In the Hope Department at Oxford he 
arranged exhibits illustrating protective resemblance, mimetic associations, 
predacious insects and their prey, and kindred subjects, the usual systematic 
arrangement taking a subsidiary place. The Museum became a place of 
pilgrimage to entomologists from all over the world. Throughout his life he 
remained a staunch believer in the Darwinian theory of Natural Selection. 
When Mendel’s work was rediscovered and it became clear that Darwin’s idea 
of blending inheritance was incorrect, many scientists were persuaded that 
large mutations were the chief factor in evolution. Poulton, however, while 
accepting the truth of particulate inheritance, maintained that small mutations 
were far more important, and showed how they had perfected mimetic resem- 
blances initiated by large ones. In this he was vindicated and lived to see his 
view accepted by the majority of scientists. 

Poulton served on the Council of the Royal Society twice, acting once as 
Vice-President, and was awarded the Darwin Medal in 1914. He was President 
of the Linnean Society from 1912 to 1916, and Linnean Medallist in 1922; in 
1912 he was President of the International Entomological Congress, and of the 
British Association in 1937. He was President of this Society three times, 
presiding at the centenary celebrations in 1933, when it became a royal society, 
and received the signal honour of being made Honorary Life President. He 
was knighted in 1935. Honorary degrees were conferred on him by several 
universities in Britain and abroad, and he was made an honorary member of 
many learned societies. 

He was friendly and easily approachable, but his vast correspondence, all 
written in his own hand, made heavy demands on his time, for not even a 
schoolboy’s letter remained unanswered. His house was always open to 
entomologists and his hospitality as a member of the Entomological Club will 
linger in the memory of ali who were privileged to enjoy it. It was a sad day 
when this Grand Old Entomologist passed away. 

WILLIAM GEORGE SHELDON died at the age of 84 on 27 December. He 
joined the Society in 1905, was Honorary Treasurer from 1918 to 1928, Vice- 
President in 1920, and became a Special Life Fellow in 1933. The Society 
owes much of its present prosperity to Sheldon’s foresight and bold financial 
policy during the ten years of his treasurership. Brushing aside the misgivings of 
many of the Fellows, he had the satisfaction of enabling the Society to move 
from its cramped quarters in Chandos Street to a house of its own, and later, 
by putting aside part of the annual income, successfully carried through the 
second part of his programme, the building of the meeting room. As a result 
the number of Fellows increased rapidly and a great expansion of the library 
took place soon after the move to Queen’s Gate. 

Sheldon was a careful observer and a good field naturalist. He elucidated 
many obscure points in the life history of numerous species of ToRTRICIDAR, 
and wrote papers of lasting value on the variation of Sarrothripus revayana and 
members of the genus Peronea. His accounts of visits to Spain, Russia, 
Arctic Norway, Finmark, and Lapland were well written and full of interest, 
and there is no doubt that the Scandinavian papers encouraged many entomo- 
logists to visit this little known part of Europe. Anxious to preserve our 
native Fauna he was treasurer of the Wicken Fen Fund for many years and 
was Chairman of the Committee for the Preservation of British Insects. He 
also served for many years on the editorial staff of the Entomologist. 
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Henry Wittovcusy Eviis was born on 28 June 1869, and died on 15 
October. He became a Fellow in 1900, served on the Council in 1924, 1931, 
1936, and 1938, and acted as Vice-President four times. He was Chairman of 
Ellis and Ward Ltd., electric light and power engineers, and his business 
acumen and special knowledge were placed freely at the disposal of the Society. 
He had a catholic interest in natural history, but his favourite Order in the 
Insecta was the Coleoptera, of which he had a fine collection. He wrote the 
Coleoptera Section of the Victoria County History of Warwickshire and con- 
tributed to those of other counties. Owing to the exacting nature of his — 
business he contributed little to entomological literature, but he was a regular 
attendant at the Society’s meetings and often took part in the discussions. 
utes a member of the Entomological Club in 1923, he became secretary in 

Louis BEETHOVEN Prout died on 31 December at the age of 79. He joined 
the Society in 1893, and served on the Council in 1905-1907. He was the son 
of Ebenezer Prout, the great musician, and was himself a gifted pianist. In his 
younger days he was able to gratify his love for field entomology, but as his 
work grew more absorbing he reluctantly gave up active collecting. He filled 
a unique position in British entomology and was the recognised authority on the 
GEOMETRIDAE of the world. He wrote the sections on this group for Wytsman’s 
Genera Insectorum and for Seitz’s Macrolepidoptera of the World, and con- 
tributed some of the parts on the GEomETRIDAE in the Catalogus Lepidopterorum. 
In addition to many small papers he wrote some of considerable importance for 
the Bulletin of the Hill Museum. 

He had an extensive knowledge of entomological literature and a marvellous 
grasp of taxonomy. His excellent memory, his extreme care in verifying 
references, and his full notes enabled him to achieve a closer approach to 
stability in the nomenclature of the GromETRIDAE than has been reached in 
any other group of moths. He was no dry-as-dust systematist, but fully realised 
that the biology and the structure of the early stages are as important as those 
of the adult moth, and he had hopes that a knowledge of the chemistry of their 
pigments would ultimately be applied to their classification. He was interested 
in genetics and considered that corresponding genetic forms in allied species 
should be given the same aberrational names, and was opposed to the view 
that the same aberrational name could not be given to congeneric species. 

At one time he was a regular attendant at the meetings of the City of 
London Entomological and Natural History Society and was its President 
from 1899 to 1902, and in its Transactions he published a number of valuable 
papers on the variation of some of the British geometers. He was also an 
Honorary Vice-President of the London Natural History Society. No one 
who knew him could fail to ike him. He was content to live a quiet and retired 
life, working for long hours and caring little for his own comfort, but always 
ready to give ungrudging help to others. A great expert in his own field, he 
will be missed in the entomological circles of every country, for his work was 
international in its scope. 

Frank Newson Prerce died at the end of March, aged 82. He became a 
Fellow in 1891. In his earlier years he was a keen collector, exhibiting his 
captures and reading papers on them before the Lancashire and Cheshire 
Entomological Society. He filled all the offices of that Society, including that 
of President, and in 1919 he was elected an honorary member. His great 
contribution to entomology was the series of volumes which he published 
dealing with the genitalia of the British Lepidoptera, his interest in the subject 
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having been aroused by a paper on the “ Genital armature of the Lepidoptera 3 
read before the Lancashire and Cheshire Society in 1878 by Benjamin Cooke. 
His first volume was published in 1909, and he had the satisfaction of seeing 
the last, that on the female organs of the Nocrurpas, in print shortly before 
his death. In these books figures and descriptions of almost every species of 
British Lepidoptera are given, many for the first time, and he had the pleasure 
of discovering several new species in the course of his work. * 

Atrrep Stcu died 27 April, aged 84. He joined the Society in 1887 and 
served on the Council from 1910 to 1912. His chief interest was in studying 
the life histories of the TinErpaZ, on which he published several papers, all 
characterised by great accuracy and illustrated by his own drawings. For 
many years he was on the editorial panel of the Entomologist’s Record; he was 
President of the South London Entomological and Natural History Society in 
1904, 1908, and 1909, and was a member of the Entomological Club. 

Artuur WILLEY, F.R.S., who died on 26 December 1942, at the age of 68, 
became a Fellow in 1938. He did most valuable work on the anatomy of many 
marine animals and published his book Amphiorus and the Ancestry of the 
Vertebrates in 1894. His chief interest lay in research on embryology and 
anatomy and embraced such widely different animals as marine worms and 
beavers. His work on entomology was merely incidental, and his paper “ Re- 
duction and Reversions in the Wing Venation of the Stoneflies”’ is the best known. 
In his position of Director of the Colombo Museum he founded Spolia Zeylanica. 
Willey held many posts and endéd his life as Emeritus Professor of Zoology 
in McGill University, Montreal. 

Russet JAMES, who was born 27 December 1875, and died 29 March 1942, 
joined the society in 1920. He was:a careful observer, who knew from personal 
experience the habits of many of the British Lepidoptera, and his articles in the 
Entomologist’s Record on holiday visits to North Weald, Oxshott, Braemar, and 
other places, were much appreciated by other collectors. 

ERNEST GERALD GiBBins, M.Sc., who died on 3 November 1942, at the age of 
42, was elected a Fellow in 1930. He was first attracted to entomology in 1929, 
when he became a member of the Uganda Malaria Unit, and it soon became 
his principal interest. He worked chiefly on insects of importance to medicine, 
publishing papers on tse-tse fly bionomics and control and on the SIMULIIDAE. 
These were of a very high standard and their value was much enhanced by many 
excellent figures drawn by his own hand. He was investigating an outbreak 
of sleeping sickness, when he met his death at the hands of a mob of super- 
stitious natives. 

Lronarp 8. McLatne died on 20 July, aged 57. As an economic entomo- 
logist he did much for Canadian agriculture and was only appointed in 1942 to 
the post of Dominion Entomologist and Director of Science Service. 

H. H. May, 8. Baccut, and Bricapier-GENneRAL Casimir H. C. van 
STRAUBENZEE, C.B., C.B.E., also died this year.
